Official ostimates of this year's 
wheat, ¢rops have been received from 
28 countries of the Northern Hemis- 
phere, including every wheat growing 
country of importance except France. 
The total production of wheat in. these 
countries is 2,519,000,000 bushelg as 
compared with 2,348,000,000 last year, 


This is an increase 
of 171,000,000 bushels over last year, 
but it should be remembered that last 
year’s crop was an exceptionally small 
one. This year’s production is far 
below that of 1923 when the 38 coun- 
tries included above produced 2,725,- 
900,000 bushels, or 207,000,000 more 
than in 1925, ‘ Besides, there was an

: More Bird Sanctuaries Have 
Been Established On Prairies

The depactment of the interior has | 
recently set aside a namber of public | 
shooting grounds in the prairié prov- 
inces, and has added eleven bird sanc- 
tuarles to those already established 
there. These actions are not eontra- 
dictory but complementary parts of 
the general plan of migratory bird 
conservation. Migratory birds are 
éeemetl so yaluable from the stand- 
points of food supply; the combating 
of weed and insect pests, and (so far 
as game birds are concerned) as a 
means of healthful .reer@ation, that 
they are protected on both sides of 
the interhatienal boundary ‘under, tlie 
terms of the migratory birds trdaty, 
entered into by Canada and the Unit- | 
ed States in 1916. As one of the ob- 
jects of keeping up and increasing the | 
numbers of game birds is to provide— 
healthful recreation for our own citi- | 
zens and, further, since an important | 
factor in attaining these objects is the 
co-operation of sportsmen, {t was 
deemed advisable to prevent the com- 
plete alieaation of such Dominion 
lands as offer facilities for shooting,

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A memorial known as “The Altar 
of Peace” has recently been un- 
veiled in Stanley Park, Vancouver, 
to symbolize the spirit of inter- 
national good-will existing between 
the United States and Canada, The 
memorial was raised by joint sub- 
scriptior®of United States and Cana- 
dian Kiwanis Clubs, and. stands on 
the spot where the late President 
Harding delivered the last speech of 
his life--while visiting Canada, in 
July, 1923: 


One of the largest shipments of 
live foxes for export ever to leave 
Prince Edward Island, left recently 
for New York for transshipment to 
Norway. The shipment comprised 
200 foxes in all, with a gross value 
of $40,000. Several small shipments 
of animals were consigned to Nor- 
way last year and this large order 
has followed the success which the 
Norwegian breeders have had with 
those animals previously sent from 
this country. 


As illustrating the volume of grain 
delivered by the Port of Montreal 
compared. with that of Vancouver, 
figures ‘given by the Pacific coast 
port for the crop year ending July 
81 last, show Montreal deliveries 
were six and three-quarters times 
those from the British Columbia 
port. Vancouver shipped 25,133,218 
bushels—of grain for the crop-year 
en..ng July 31, while Montreal, dur- 
ing this period, disposed of 169,929,- 
018 bushels.

Remarkable Plane Has Been Complet- 
ed For British Government 

An aeroplane which is both.a flying 
and sailing ship has just been com- 
pleted for the British Gove’nment and 
will soon be handed over to the Royal 
Air Foree for trials, 

Special masts and sails of light ma- 
terial, over 1,000 square feet in all, 
will enable the aeroplane to be quiek- 
ly converted into*a trim sailing ship 
should its 250 horsepower Napier en- 
gines fall to work and force descents 
on the wate:, 

The plane is expected to reduce ma- 
terially the dangers of long flights over 
large bodies of water, and if it proves 
successful it should encotrage at- 
tempts to fly to the United States. 

Fixperts deseribe*the flying boat as 
“very remarxable.”™ It was designed 
by Dr. Rohrbach, a German engineer. 
Neither wood, wire nor fabric has Been 
used, and the original idea was to de- 
velop planes for. open sea reconnais- 
ance work with the fleet. 

The plane is a four-seater and Its 
whole structure is protected by a 
special process against the corro- 
sive action of the sea. Another ad- 
vantage derived from the all-dura- 
lurin construction is the fact that the 
mechanics can walk to all parts of the 
plane without fear of damaging it, and

In a summary report of Canadian 
trade issued by the department of cus- 
toms.and excise, {t is shown that Can- 
adian trade in August, 1925, increas- 
ed nearl}. $60,000,000 compared with 
August, 1924.

Invented Rapid ‘Fire Gun 


Frank Milton Garland Dies at Home in 
New Haven, Conn, 

Frank Milton Garland, inventor of 
the Garland rapid fire gun, 71, one of 
the first and simplest automatics of 
that type, died at his home, New Hay- 
en, Conn. He had been {ll since he suf- 
fered a shock while in Europe’ on a 
secret mission on which President 
Wilson had dispatched him, : 

Mr. Garland was born in Hennak- 
er, N. H. When he wag seventeen 
years old he entered the ¢mployment 
of the Winchester Arms Company in 
this city. While there he read of 
Maxim's expcrlgents with a gun oper- 
ated by the recoil and began working 
along the same line, His first gun, 
of the Gatling type, was successful. 

At the close of the Chino-Japanese 
war, Mr. Garland went to China, with 
other professional men at the. inyita- 
tion of 14 Hung Chang, to survey the 
country’s resources.
